It 
seems DOW to be a question whether the 
army will have an opportunity to enjoy 
a share in the glory of capturing Santi- 
ago. The navy under Admiral Bamp- 
BOU has already planted the stars and 
strips upon the shore batteries. Of 
course, he has only cracked the outer 
shell, but he will get at the kernel if he 
has half a chance. 


Ever since early this morning the 


troops have been embarking at Tampa, 
and tonight 27,000 men are on the Gulf 
of Mexico sailing in the direction of 
Cuba. The program has been carried 
out according to the schedule fully 
anticipated in the dispatches.

REINA MERCEDES SUNK,

havoc wrought by the American shells 
in Santiago harbor, on Monday, is far 
greater than was at first supposed. 


Not only was the Eeina Mercedes 


sunk, but the Yiscaya and the torpedo 
boat Furor were damaged by stray shells 
during the bombardment. 


A shell from the Brooklyn is said to 


have burst under the Viscaya's port 
quarter, dismounting a gun, injuring 
the cruiser'b rudder 
and wounding 


several of her sailors. 


The Furor, cruising about in tke dir- 


ection of Smith Island, narrowly es- 
caped destruction by a shell which 
burst immediately over her bow. Pieces 
of the shell tore her forward deck open, 
badly damaged her turtle back and 
compelled her to run up into the 
harbor for shelter.

troops, the place selected for their de- 
barkation and the strength of the expe- 
dition. 
He was a good deal annoyed at the at- 


tempt of Koine nt the newspapers to in- 
cate the Very point selected fur landing 
the troops and siege guns in the neigh- 
borhood of Santiago, if it were true that 
the department had 
selected a place 


where there is a strong: wharf upon which 
the vessel may discharge the heavy siege 
train directly, the publication of that 
fact, if authenticated, might very natu- 
rally lead the Spanish to destroy that 
particular wharf and thus serlously 
hamper the operations of the troops. 


Careful Inquiry at other places in the 


war department where information as 
to the movement of troops might natu- 
rally be expected, developed the fact that 
no word had yet come of the departure 
of the military expedition from Tampa. 
As the troops are under orders to go to 
ica just as soon as they can be made 
ready without further direction from the 
department, it Is deemed probable that 
they will get off some time during the day 
and that notice to that effect will be the 
next news received at the department. 


No further word from Admiral Sump- 


ion was received at the state department. 
The bulletin made public by the depart- 
ment last night in confirmation of the 
press reports of the attack upon Santiago 
last Monday is believed to be merely a 
•kclelon statement of Admiral Sainp- 
oi^'s cablegram, which, it is surmised, 
ontu'lned a good deal more information 
han it was deemed prudent to make 
ublic.

Mr. Hale (Me,), chairman of the naval 
affairs committee, reported favorably a 
bill to organize a hospita.1 corps of the 
United States navy, to define its duties 
and regulate its pay. The bill was passed. 
Under the bill the pay of hospital stew- 
ards Khali be $60 a month, hospital ap- 
prentices, first class, $30 a month, and 
hospital stewards, second class, $20 a 
month, with the increase on account of 
length of service as is now or may here- 
after be allowed by law to other enlisted 
men in the navy. The house provision 
that the application of the act is llmiti><i 
to the duration of the present war with 
Spain was eliminated from the bill. 


Mr. Mason (Ills.) reported from the 


committee on postomces and post roads 
a bill extending the franking prlvlleg« 
through the mails to the officers and men 
of the army and navy during the existing 
war, the privilege to extend only to first- 
class matter, each piece weighing not 
more than one ounce. 


Mr. Platt (Conn.) regarded the meas- 


ure as very sweeping in its provisions, 
and while he desired, he said, to extend 
all proper privileges to American soldiers 
and sailors, he could not let this bill gu 
through without exception. On his ob- 
jection the measure went over.
